European war began Vladivostok haJ 
more than 100>000" inhabitants. 
To- 
day its population is less than 75,000, 
so heavy have been the calls of the 
Russian army,, on the nien of western 
Siberia. 
The latest summons will take 
10,000 from Vladivoffcok alone. The.«}«.' 
new recruits are beiqg sent away at 
the rate of 1,000 a diy. 


Many of them are badly needed in 
Vladivostok to help take care of the 
war supplies which are glutting the 
port. 
But 
the 
call 
is 
unqualified. 
Trained and untrained men alike of 
military age, men of all classes are be-^ 
ing sent away daily to ii^^er Siberia 
where they will go into training, re 
placing others now ready to go to the 
front. 
^ 


More than 100 were taken from a 
single firm in Vladivostok. 
Many of 
the American concerns with offices here 
have lost virtually their entire Rus- 
sian office forces to the army. 


Close at Lunch Hour. 


Retail and wholesale establishments 
have such reduced forces that there i'i 
a general agreement , tliat all the larg- 
er ^places of business close at the lunch' 
hour, not having men enough lett to 
arrange relief at meal time. 
Women 
are being trained for positions thtij 
are fitted for, preference being given 
to wives of men called to the front. 


The Russian government 
was slow 
to call out reservists in Siberia. 
Men 
are few and much needed in this new 
country. 
The government has expend- 
ed great sums in encouraging emigra- 
tion to Siberia and hesitates to take 
the cream of the colony's manhood back 
to the battle line. 
But th»i need evi- 
dently became so great it was neces- 
sary. 
The railroad guard, numberuig 
over 
150,000, was chilled immediately 
after the regular army forces were sent 
back to Russia. 
Then three calls were 
made and it is i-eported another is socsn 
to come which will 
claim all men in 
Siberia up to 45. 


_ Big Busiifess Men Taken. 


Owners of large businesses have been 
taken along with their humblest em- 
ployes. 
Apparently 
there have been 
no exceptions made in the enforcement 
of the call. Every night about 8 o'clock 
a troop train starts for the east. Hours 
before train 
time 
the 
relatives and 
friends of departing reservists begin to 
gather at 
the trans-Siberian 
railway 
station, 
which lies 
along 
the wator 
front, in the very heart of the city 
Few of the new soldiers have uniforms. 
They carry rolla^of bedding, boxes and 
carpet bags, such as one sees imnu- 
grauts lugging from-t;he docks in Ncnv 
York. 


For many days it has been raining, 
but frequently 
mothers 
with youjig 
babies sit or stand in the rain weeping 
as they wait for the train which is to 
carry their husbands away. 
There is 
little jubilation among the departing 
soldiers. 


War Becomfia Nightmare. 


The war has dragged on so long it has 
become a nightmare to the families of 
the men liable to service and tl^ere arc 
so many women in black now in Vladi 
vostok that duty at the front is re- 
garded almost as certain death. A band 
plays each night as the troop train 
leaves the station, but its music 
can- 
not drown the audible grief of the worn 
en and children who cling pitifully to 
the departing soldiers. 


The reservists are transported in or- 
dinary freight cars. 
Each of the cars 
has a stove in the center and board 
benches and bunks 
at the ends. 
A 
single candle in a lantern lights every 
car. 
The Russian cars are small and 
only 
forty men can be crowded into 
each. 
The troop trains ordinarily con- 
sist of about twenty-five freight cars 
and one passenger coai;h for the oiUcers. 


An officer's funeral moved through the 
main street of Vladivostok' today. Such

General Kanakitsas and the majorit;-' 
party of former Premier Venizelos. On 
this issue Premier Zaimis decided' to 
ask a vote of confidence. 
Tie discus- 
sion then turned to the foreign policy 
of the government. 
M. Venizelos de- 
clared it was impossible for his party 
longer to sustain the government whose 
policy ho considered harnflful to the in- 
terests of the country. 
All the party 
leaders engaged in the discussion. 
The 
final vote was 147 against the gov- 
ernment to 114. 


Premier Zaimis has been in office 
less th^P a month, having been asked 
b>£. King" Constantine'to form a cabinet 
after the resignation of Premier Ve- 
nizelo.s on Oct. 6. 
The retirement of 
the Venizelos ministry gre.^ out of iis 
favoring the entente powers. 
The king 
took the ground that in the circum- 
stances Greece was not obligated 
to 
take up arms. 


M. Venizelos resigned the premier- 
ship in April owing 
to 
disagreement 
with the king on a similar question of 
foreign policy but won a pronounced 
victory in the general elections of Juñe 
and returned ío office in August. 
His 
majority in parliament 
remained in- 
tact after his retirement last month, 
and the Zaimis ministry was able to 
maintain itself only by the acquiesence

War Must be Fought Out, 
Says Prince Von Buelow 


Lucerne, Switzerland, Nov. 4.-—(Via 
Paris)—^Prince 
von 
Buelow, 
formof 
German chancellor, informed tfee Asso- 
ciated Press Itoday 
that lie had not 
.come to Switzerland on a peaçe mis- 
sion. 
He declared Grermany was re- 
solved to continue the war to-its con- 
clusion, by arms. 


The prince made it clear that he is 
not going to Washington to see Pres- 
ident Wilson or to Madrid to see King 
Alfonso in relation to terms of which 
Germany might be willing to discuss 
peace. 
Nor is he engaged in such dis- 
cussions with a papal delegate or any 
one else. 


In addition' to disposing of these re- 
ports, Prince von Buelow said to the 
correspondent today: 
"The war must 
be fought' out," 
At another time dur- 
ing the conversation he said: 
"Ger- 


many is united, and possesses every re- 
source in material and, above all, in- 
.genuity ?nd resolve to continue 
the 
war to its conclusion by arms." 


The prince talked of various aspects 
of the war with considerable ^freedom, 
although stipulating- that his views on 
these points must not be made pub^ 
Uc. 
"For I am here as a private per- 
son," he explained, "and ^víll not talk 
politics." 
The only allusion on hi3 
part to Amerkan affairs was an ex- 
pression of regret at the death of Her- 
man Bidder, of New York.

King Peter, one of the most pictur- 
esque figures of the war, has gone again 
to the front as he did last year in the 
hour of his country's supreme need.

Their relatives and friends should strive 
to look at these cases from the social 
standpoint, putting aside their personal 
predilections in favor of the larger good. 
It is infinitely better for a family to 
lot the state care for one of its mem- 
bers than to know that because of its 
recommendations that member has been 


able to kill or maim others. This truth 
we need to understand: a harmless luna- 
tic is always a potential madman.

Onf' says that those 
mothers who make it a habit to keep 
I he 
hair of tlieir 
rhiidrcn <-ut close 
when young, on the supposition that 
i!io hair is improved thereby, arc mis- 
taken. 
It i.4 rather calculated to in- 
jure its beauty and retard its maxi- 
mum gTov. th. 
It is quite enougli to 
have the ends clipped or short<-ned 
occasionally as the original hair is 
always the finest and most beautiful. 


Another equally distinguished spe- 
cialist claims That the hair of chil- 
dren whether they 
are boys or girls, 
should be kept short iiniil the seventh 
or eighth year of age, as the long hair 
is a drain upon the nutrition of the 
body, and at this time of life all the 
nutritive 
forces are 
needed 
in the 
growth of muscle and bone. 
A girl's 
hair after she has reached the eighth 
year should be allowed to grow, as the 
less the hair is cut the finer it is. 


MARRIAGE 


Considering the difference of opinion 
among experts the safe course would 
be to keep the hair of quite young chil- 
dren rather short to avoid any drain 
upon their vitality, and more especial- 
ly should this be observed in the case 
of a delicate child or one of nervous 
temperament. 


If a child has scanty hair, a manip- 
ulation of the scalp with mother's fin- 
gers, plenty of outdoor exercise with- 
out head covering, and exposure to 
sunshine are recommended. 


Children's hair should never be put 
into curl papers or braided tightly. To 
do so inflicts discomfort on the child 
and tends to strain and destroy the 
hair. 
When a child's hair is allowed 
to grow long a slight clipping once in 
three or four months will be benefi- 
cial. 


To prevent the ends splitting, as 
they often do. take the hair, a strand 
at a time, about two inches from the 
ends holding firmly with the 
finger 
and thumb of the left hand, and brush 
with 
a soft hair 
brush. 
This will 
keep 'the ends glossy as well as pre- 
vent 
splitting. 
A shampoo 
once a 
v.eek. using a soap jelly or liquid. Is 
sufficient to keep the scalp clean and 
healthy.

After the waterworks reservoir on La- 
fayette street has been drained, cleansed 
and a riddance made of the worms that 
infest it and the mains in the region 
where worms issued 
from service taps 
have been thoroughlj' flushed, the board 
of works and the waterworks department 
w^ill bend their efforts to find a means of 
preventing 
a 
recurrence of the 
pest. 
Roofing the reservoir witli wood or metal 
has been considered, but the v.eight of 
such a structure is considered a iwssible 
objection to tliat means of prevention and 
other recources will be given attention. 
The reservoir will be drained by Friday 
morning and the work of cleaning it will 
follow at once. 
Then the mains will be 
Tiushed to drive out any worms that may 
Btill lurk in them. 
Dredging the reser- 
voir with a small mesh net Wednesday, 
revealed that the worms had been bred in 
the big container.

tion whether China is to be a monarchy 
or a republic should be settled before 
the end of the year, according to the 
state council, which has recommended 
that, in accordance with the teirms- of 
the provisional constitution^ President 
Yuan 
Shi-kat 
should call a citizens' 
convention to decide t ^ question, but 
if it is not possible to AiU Such a con* 
vei^tion at this time, the state council 
reoommends that the president wuivu 
the provision and "divise other proper 
and adequate means to consult the will 
of the people." 


It is rumored that* this .is clesigned 
to permit the president to-convert-th(\ 
council of state" into a'iconvention aiid 
have it adopt a new:; coriiititutipn cm- 
bracing .the monarchialv'provisioii,,^ ac-.

The memorandum is taken as a gen-

Many of the papers printed in Eng- 
lish in various foreign concessions con- 
tine to vigorously assail the proposed 
monarchy 
on the ground that

War Premium Spumed by 
G-reece Coveted by 
Neighbors. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4—"Cypru.s 
is one of the most important islands in 
the 
Mediterranean," 
says 
a 
bulletin 
given out today by the National Geo- 
grapliic society, 
which describes 
Eng- 
land's reported offer to the Greeks for 
their aid in the world -war. 
"There are 
just two islands in the broad 
inland 
sea larger than Cyprus, and these are 
Sicily and Sardinia. 
There 
are 
few 
islands in the world more rich in his- 
torical as.sociations, and none, probablj*. 
more coveted by a powerful neighbor. 


"Tlie island lies in the mouth of 
a 
pocket formed by Asia Minor and Sj-ria 
at the northeaíítern 
end of Hhe Medi- 
torranean, being about equally 
distant 
from the mainland to the north and to 
the east. 
It has an area 
of 
3,584 
square 
miles, or is as large as 
the 
states of DelaAvare and Rhode 
Island 
combined. 
Its greatest length is 
141 
miles and 
its greatest 
widtii is 60 
miles, while its average width is more 
than 
35 milc.s. 
A great part 
of the 
island is taken up by two 
mountain 
ranges, one of which fills much of the 
sonthcni 
and central part, 
and 
the 
other nf which stretches 
along 
the 
northern coast. 


'"The coast 
of Asia Minor 
lies 
46 
miles to the north, and that of Syria 
between 50 and 55 miles to the east. 
Although nominally a possession of the 
Ottoman 
empire up 
until 
the 
out- 
hroak nf hostilities betAveen the Turks 
and the Allies, Cyprus has been admin- 
i«terpd by iireat 
Britain 
since 
l87S. 
and 
nov,' 
forms 
an 
integral 
part 
of 
the British empire. 
English occupation 
liiis done much to improve the condi- 
tions of health on the island, as it has 
been a stimulus to its commercial de- 
volo])ment. 


"The 
mountains 
of 
the 
island 
are 
w ild and beautiful, and upon their sides 
tlie forests are still growing that were 
f.uned and 
prized 
in Egj-ptian 
times 
TIh-y also contain the mmes of copper, 
cclphiatod among the ancients and still 
richly 
prodnctive. 
The 
highest 
alti 
tudo ÍH attained by Mount Troodes, with 
a summit 
6.408 feat above sea loA-el. 


"A wide valley nins east and west, 
through the central part of the island. 
This 
valley is about 
60 
miles iong. 
with a breadth varying from 10 to 20 
miles. 
The moimtain ranges on either 
side send their 
Avaters to the 
valley 
through 
intermittent 
torrents. 
Much 
of this lowland is uncultivated, though 
in the northern parts grain is grown. 
The soil of the whole valley is good, 
and there is no reason why the imcer- 
lain water supply might not be supple- 
mented, bringing all of the land unde- 
cultivation. 
In the days when western 
civilization was in its swaddling clothes, 
(.'ynrus was Avidely known for its im- 
¡¡assable forests, which, not only clothed 
the sides and summits of its mountains 
which overgrew the whole floor of the 
witli thick, dark masses of green, but 
valU'V between Avith such an 
interlac 
ing sturdy tangle of trees and under- 
bnjsh, that it Avas difficult to clear the 
land for cultiA'ation.

It is, nevertheless, a valua- 
able land,

The English have already 
begun this AA-ork of rehabilitation.

grown. Irritations works have been im- 
(icrtaken for the reclamation of the soil, 
so fruitful of old, and many acres have 
been brought back imder cultivation. In

;>!! of Britain's Avars since that Avaged 
u;^:iii-.st Russia and Crimea.

There are five facts which are suffi- 
cient, singly or collectively, to over- 
throw the whole evolutionary conten- 
tion.

Second, that the remains of the ape 
are not found prior to man, speaking 
geologically. 


Third, that there are no connecting 
forms to be found in the deposits either 
of man or any animal. 


Fourth, that there are no interme- 
diate forms found between 
any 
two 
species, nor nave 
forms 
been found 
grading back from any living form to a 
progenitor to a different form. 
They 
do not exist. 


Fifth, evolution cannot explain rea- 
son, instinct nor conscience, 
by 
its 
theories. 


Man is a religious creature, the ape 
is not. 
The gulf between them ia fix- 
ed. 
When evolution shall have ex- 
plained these without God we will be 
Ueve. 
But even Darwin staggered be- 
fore the human eye, and admitted that 
it seemed presumption to claim that 
it was the product of natural selecion. 
We agree with him, and might add that 
we would expect a complete fall when 
he came to explain reason and the con- 
sience by the same method. 
But it via 
wortlij-^ of note that the man who re- 
jects miracles will end by taking such 
absurd positions that it would take a 
miracle to extricate him from them.— 
Guy Fitch Phelps in "The Evangelical."

School physicians 
frequently 
find it impossible to discover hidden 
diseases until they have developed sur- 
üciently to ' be dangerous to others. 


For this reason the school problem 
is "up. to the parents." 
Those who 
have the interests of their own 'and 
othpr parents' chîldrén at heart will not 
take cliances. 
/ 
If a child h«fl been exposed to «i 
communicable disease—and this includes 
measles and whooping çough—it should 
not be* permitted to attend, school. The 
parent should at once'notify the school 
physifiian |f thé child' 
appears to fee 
feeling ill. 


Some responsibility, of course, falls 
upon the teacher. 
Firstly, Ke or she 
should be abïè to detect seeming symp- 
toms. 
Also he or'she must provide ade- 
quate ventilation, must see that the 
scliool room is cl^ean and inust eqde&vor 
to maintain that same • cleanliness about 
the school premises. 


Ventilation is the best disease pre* 
ventative -that is jsrioWB. 


Judge W. H. Eichhorn, of Bluffton, 
I presiding on the bench of the Twenty- 
eighth judicial circuit of Indiana, spoke 
on "Alcoholism and Crime" at the re- 
cent state conference on charities and 
corrections at Richmond. 
Jildge Eich- 
horn said: 


"Of all the difficult problems with 
which the courts have to deal, none 
are more perplexing than those which 
have to do with the delinquent—the 
criminal. 


"The criminal 
constitutes a heavy 
burden on the state. 
The protection of 
society from the criminally inclined, 
the care of the persons who are con- 
victed of crimes and the efforts for 
their reformation and regeneration in- 
volve a vast annual 
expenditure of 
money which must be contributed by 
the people of the state through taxa- 
tion. 


"A casual contemplation of the enor- 
mous sums annually expended in In- 
diana for the maintenance of its penal 
and correctional institutions, its jails, 
its police departments, its police courts, 
its city courts, its criminal courts and 
for the administering of the / criminal 
laws in the circuit coin^s, ought 
to 
suggest that, if there be any cause, or 
any causes of crime, which can be re- 
moved, Tnere business prudence alono 
makes it highly desirable that it be 
done. 


Go Hand in Hand. 


There is a universal belief that al- 
coholism and crime go hand in hand. It 
is insisted by many careful student» 
of the subject that the use of alco- 
holic drink causes a very large per- 
centage of the crimes that are commit- 
ted. 
Indeed, so firmly established is 
this belief, that the burden of proving 
that it is not true is upon those who 
assert the contrary. 


"We have long been taught that ev- 
form of intemperance and excess 


it, that if they ever were respectable, 
they are now thoroughly disreputable. 


"The user of liquor is discredited in 
every walk of 
life, 
as an employe, 
many ^venues are closed to him; as a 
business man his credit is impaired. 


ery 
sap the vitality, lessen the energy and 
tend to weaken and destroy the finer 
sensibilities of the individual. 
They 
blunt his moral faculties and deprave 
liliii, so that he becomes less,a humar 
being of the higher order—a finer prod 
uct of an enlightened and cultured civ 
ilization, and more an animal of n 
lower type. 


"Because of this knowledge and thi 
growing public sentiment created there 
by, laws are enacted and upheld agains' 
the salé and u^e of habit-forming drugi- 
and against the sale of tobacco and 
cigarettes to minors. 


"Of all the forms 
of 
indulgence, 
none tempts its victims to excess, with 
such r^ady means of satisfying their 
desires 9s the use of i^lcoholic drink, 
and none has been more difficult oí 
control from the sociological standpoint. 
'There has oyer been a strong senti- 
ment against any iaterference with the 
'right' of the individual 
to 
eat" and 
drink 'What 
he pleases. ' Sumptuary 
laws have been under the ban and 'old 
sumptuary' has done valiant service in 
nianv a thrilling campaign. 
'Personal! 
liberty' has been made the battle cry 
which hag turned the tide of conflict 
in many a contest. 


Banefnl Effects. 


"Thebanefiil effects of the use/qf 
liquor have been so' constantly ánd so 
forcefuHy kept before the ' public, the 
dangers ,to tliQ community and ^ to the 
body, politic ^'invojlYq.d in its; skle. have 
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and socially he is an undesirable. Th^ 
dealer in liquor is becoming a social 
pariah. 
He is very generally classed 
as a law violator. 
He is hedged about 
with restrictions and limitations which 
make it difiicult for him to avoid vio- 
lations. He derives additional profit if 
he can successfully violate the law, and 
too often, those charged with the en- 
forcement of law do not see to it that 
he is impressed with the fact that law 
violaions are improfitable. 
He sympa- 
thizes with the law violators. 
A lower 
stanaard of moral^ of civic virtue, is 
established among those who are thus 
brought into a bond of sympathy. 


"Because of this sympathy criminal j 
ind the criminally inclined seek the as- 
sociations of the place where liquor is 
-old, and these associations react upon 
hem. The drink stimulates their baser 
passions, the moral tone of their Sur- 
roundings encourages and prompts them 
to commit their crimes. 


"Judge Windes, of Chicago, is report- 
ed recently as having said that 75 per 
cent, of the cases coming before, him in 
that great metropolis, involving crime, 
were due to drink. 


Crime and'Saloons. 


"It is universally true in this coun- 
try that where saloons are, there is 
more .crime. 


"In (I brief experience in dealing with 
these questions as .an olllcial, these 
views are confirmed, if not established. 
One county of ray circuit has approxi- 
mately 25,000 population and no sa- 
loons or liquor selling; the other coim- 
ty hrts approximately 16,000 popula- 
tion and, until recently had' more tKanj 
twenty, saloon?. 


"The crin^inal. business of th small- 
er county was many times larger than 
that of the larger^d^'county., Cases 


liquor and the associations 
found at 
the places where it was sold. 
In one« 
week of court three young men were 
sentenced to prison on pleas of guilty 
for forgery and in each case the forg- 
ery was commited 
while they were 
drinking, and to procure money to con-' 
tinue their debauch. 
When duly sober, 
and uninfluenced • by evil surroimdings, 
probably not one of these men would 
havo had the evil courage to commit 
tho crime even if he had had the crim- 
inal inclination. 


"I can safely say that in the 'wet^ 
county 90 pen cent, of the crimes with 
v.-hich I have had to deal were attrib- 
utable, directly or indirectly to the sal« 
of liquor, and the existence of saloons 
there. 


"The saloon and the liquor traffic 
hinder the reforming of criminals and 
prevent regeneration. 


Due to Saloon Associations. 


"Himdreds of young men have been 
paroled from the Indiana reformatory, 
since its creation, as being fitted to be 
returned to society. 
Fifteen or 20 per 
cent, of these have violated their par- 
oles. 
In most inst^ces it was dona 
after they had come under the influ- 
ence of the saloon and its associationsi- 


"If they could have been kept in 
more wholesome surroundings, it is fair 
to assume that their earlier resolution 
to do right would have been strength- 
ened, and the 
encouragement 
given 
would have enabled them to maintain 
themselves aa law-abiding citizens. 


"Th effects of alcoholism are not lim- 
ited by sex. 
In the 1914 report of 
the Indiana women's prison it is shown 
that during th preceding year, then 
ended, there were committed to the pen- 
al department eighteen women and to 
the correctional department 263. 
Of 
these, eleven in the penal departmenfc 
and, and fifty-seven in the correctional 
department, sixty-eight in all, are class^ 
ed as temperate; seven in the penal de- 
partment and 206 in the correctional 
department, 213 in all, a little more 
than 75 per cent., are classed as users 
of intoxicating liquors. 
1 


"The figures illustrating the remote 
or indirect effects of liquor with thèse 
same wqmen are. equally striking. 
Of 
the same number, twenty-nine are the- 
offspring of an intemperate father, one 
of an intemperate mother, and 251 had 
both parents intemperate- 
Not a single 
one was the ciiild of parents who were 
both temperate. 
The f-acta suggested 
by these figures are .confirmed as true 
bj' statistics generally. 


"Whiles the contemplation of the ef- 
fects of alcoholism 
upon those who 
come directly under its idfluence, " upon 
their posterity, and upon sobiety is dis- 
hetirtening, there is much of encourage- 
ment in the present situation for those 
who are earnestly striving for a higher = 
standard Of civic virtue. 
Sentiment ia 
rapidly spreading and growing for th«*^ , 
suppression of places where intoxicatuig 
liquors aret sold. They are being recog« 
nized as coimnumty centers of vice.,

This Method of Fattening Poultry for Market is Gaining Rapidly in Popularity as Its Results 


Are Becoming Better Known

F o r smoking h a m s and bacon, using 
only green hickory or hard maple, as 
knotty as possible, in ^ tight smoke- 
house.

Never use soft woods in

which is not growing more valuabl® 
Is like a boarder in the dairy 
h e r d ; 
it eats up part of the profit made else- 
where. 
Good f a r m m a n a g e m e n t 
or may not call for the opening of a n 
actual book account with the wood-lot, 
but everj" good f a r m e r needs to knovr 
at the close of the year w h e t h e r he la 
richer or poorer for his timbered land. 


It costs money to hold land. 
Every 
acre m e a n s carrying cost. 
The t e n a n t 
f a r m e r pays this cost in rent. 
T h e 
m a n who works his own f a r m should 
be able to earn at least rent and w a g e n 
If he sold the f a r m and put the money 
In a good savings bank it would yield 
him a yearly income without the lift- 
ing of a 
finger. 
His f a r m is a n in- 
vestment. 
It should be a paying 
vestment.

bank

Interest would be a poor place to p W 
savings.

Amsterdam, NOT. 4.—Via London— 


An official Bulgarian statement received 
here today from Sofia says King Pete 
of Serbia, haa gone to the front to en 
courage his soldiers and take them th 
news that French and British forces ar 
hastening to their assistance. 


King Peter, one of tho most pictur 


esque figures of tho war, has gone ugai 
to the front as he did last year in the i 
hour of his country's supreme need. The I 
venerable ruler—he i« 71 years old—has 
been at Topolo, the cradle of the Kara- 
georgevitch dynasty, ill and weak, and 
according to last accounts was waiting 
to retire with tho rear guard of his 
troops, ihcnaccd on throe sides' by the 
invading armies. On the former occa- 
sion King Peter WM credited with hav- 
ing saved the day for Serbia. Late last 
year, when his army was being hard 
pressed by the Austrian* the king,,suf- 
fering from rheumatism contracted in 
tho Franco-Prus»ian war, went to -the 
front and mounting a horse, rode slowly 
through the Serbian lines telling his sol- 
diers their old king had come to die with 
them. His action* inspired his troops 
who expelled the Austrians from Serhia. 


"I am but a feeble old man," the king 


•was quoted as having said last month, 
"but I swear to you if a new invasion 
shall bring upon us the shame of being 
conquered I shall not survive the rum, 
but I, too, shall die with the country.1

tion whether China is to be a monarchy 
or a republic should be settled before 
the end of the year, according to the 
state council, which has recommended 
that, in accordance with the terms of 
the provisional constitution, President 
Yuan 
Shi-kai 
should call a citizens' 


convention to decide the question, hut 
if it is not possible to call such a con- 
vention at this time, the state council 
recommends that the prcs.iilcnt waive 
the provision and "divtse other proper 
and adequate means to consult the will 
of the people.'' 


It is rumored that this is designed 


to permit the. president to convert the 
council of state into a'convention nnd 
have it adopt « new constitution em- 
bracing the monarch!*!' provision, ac 
cording to his wishes. 


The memorandum sent by the stati 


council: hitting as a. legislature or par 
lia.menl under the. president's direction 
wiys that in all eighty-two petition' 
favoring a monarchy lmv<- been rocriv 
cd from different bodies. 


The memorandum is taken as a gen- 


eral indication that the monarchy m;;.v 
be established sooner than has been 
predicted. 
President 
Yuan 
Shi-kai, 


however, has not taken any action. 


Many of the papers printed in Kng- 


ish in various foreign concessions con- 
;iue to vigorously assail the proposed 
nonarchy on the ground that it 
i.s 


specially dangerous for China to make 
any change while world politics is at 
such white heat. 
Other papers print- 


ed in English 
accept the monarchial 


nnvcmcnt us inevitable, and arc nrg- 
ng that wholesale reforms be. carried 
on by the government ' regardless of 
whether it be culled a republic or a 
monarchy. 


Members of the society for the pres- 


ervation of peace, the organization that 
originally 
fathered 
the 
monarchial 


movement, are still working actively in 
Peking without 
opposition 
from the 


government. 
They recently held a lun- 


cheon at the most prominent foreign 
hotel in Peking in honor of delegates 
from the provinces who have conm to 
the capital to confer about this mou- 
archial proposition. 
This luncheon was 


attended by one hundred and fifty men 
No member of the cabinet was present 
neither did any other government of 
fictals of high rank attend. 
The dele 


gates formed a sort of union for tin 
discussion 
of governmental 
quest ioua 


and engaged in dpeech-niaking for wv 
eral hours. 


Foreign criticii-ni of the movemon 


and the general belief that several for 
eign powers would withhold their roc 
ognit.ion of the monarchy have nettle 
the leaders. 


An editorial 
in the "Pekinp; Dili! 


J\>ws," discussing foreign critics, s»i*: 


They mistake the shadow for the _sub- 
tunco, raise dolorous cries when it i» 
reposed to give an authentic definition 
o China's system of government, and to 
bnndon the." pretence, that it is repub- 
icnnism. It is putting our credulity to

lignant if it were decided to describe

jruphic society, which describes Eng- 
and's reported offer to the Greeks for 
heir aid in the world-war. "There arc 
list two islands in the broad inlani 
sea larger than Cyprus, and these an 
Sicily and Sardinia.

.slands in the world more rich in his- 
lorical associations, and none, probably 
more coveted by a powerful neighbor. 


"The island lies in the mouth of 
:i 


pocket formed by Asia Minor and Syria 
at the northeastern end of the Mcdi 
terranean. being about equally distant 
from the mainland to the north and t 
the cact. 
It has an area 
of -:;.5S' 


square 
miles, or is as large as th" 


states of Delaware and Rhode Island 
combined. 
Its greatest length is 141 


miles and its greatest 
width is CO 


miles, while its average width is more 
than 35 miles. 
A great part of the 


island is taken up by two mountain 
ranges, one of which fills much of the 
southern and centra! part, 
and 
the 


other of which stretches 
along 
the 


northern coast. 


"The coast of Asia Mi^or lies 
4I> 


miles to the north, and that of Syria 
between 50 nr.d 55 miles to the east. 
Although nominally a possession of the 
"Htoinan empire up 
until 
the out- 


break of hostilities between the Turks 
ml the Allies, Cyprus has been admin- 
-tered by Great Britain since 
1878, 


and now forms an integral part of 
tlie British empire. 
English occupation 


has done much to improve the condi- 
tions of health on the island, as it has 
lieen a stimulus to its commercial de- 
velopment.

mountains nf the island are 


wild and beautiful, nncl upon their sides 
the forests nre still growing that were 
fumed and prized in Egyptian times 


lev also contain the mines of copper.

The trouble lies in the fact that 


many children from many homes meet 
daily and are is'more or less intimate 
contact. 
School physicians /requently 


find it impossible to discover hidden 
diseases until they have developed sut- 
licicntly to' be dangerous to others. 


For this reason the school problem 


is "up to the parents." 
Those who 


have thfe interests of their own 'and 
other parents' children at heixrt will not 
take chances. 


If a child has been exposed to ft 


communicable disease—and this includes 
measles and whooping cough—it should 
not-be permitted to attend school. The 
parent should at onco'notify the school 
physician if the child 
appears to be 


feeling ill. 
Some responsibility, of course, falls 


upon the teacher. 
Firstly, ho or she- 


should be able to detect seeming symp 
toms. Also ho or'shc must provide, ade- 
quate ventilation, must ace that the 
school room is clean and must endeavor 
to maintain that same' cleanliness about 
the school premises.

The protection of 
society from the criminally inclined, 
tho care of the persons who nr« con- 
victed of crimes and the efforts for 
their reformation and regeneration in- 
volve a vast annual 
expenditure of 


money which must be contributed by 
the p'eople of the state through taxa- 
tion. 


"A casual contemplation of the enor- 


mous sums annually expended in In- 
diana for tho maintenance of its penal 
and correctional institutions, its jails 
its police departments, its police courts 
its city courts, its criminal courts am! 
for the administering of the crimina 
laws in tho circuit courts, ought 
to 


suggest that if there be any cause, 01 
any causes of crime, which can be re 
moved, mere business prudence alone 
makes it highly desirable that it be 
done. 


Go Hand in Hand. 


"There is a universal belief that al- 


coholism and crime go hand in hand. It 
is insisted by many careful students 
of the subject that the use of alco- 
holic drink causes a very large per- 
centage of the crimes that are commit- 
ted. 
Indeed, so firmly established is 


this belief, that the burden of proving 
that it is not true is upon those who 
assert the contrary. 


"We have long been taught that ev- 


ery form of intemperance, and cxcesr 
sap the vitality, lesson the. energy anrt 
tend to weaken and destroy the finer 
sensibilities of tho individual. 
They 


blunt his moral faculties and deprave 
him, so that he becomes less a hnmar 
being of the higher order—a finer prod 
net of nn enlightened nnd cultured civ- 
ilization, and more an animal of o 
lower type. 


"Because of this knowledge and th< 


growing public sentiment created thorn 
by, laws are enacted and uphold again?'

Baneful Effects. 


"The baneful effects of the use of 


liquor have boon so constantly and so 
forcefully kept before the public, tho 
dangers to the community and to the 
body politic involved in its sale have 
been so often discussed and declared 
by organizations and courts, and 
en- 


tion 
, ... 
time and trouble to linn it. 
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and socially he is an undesirable. Th* 
dealer in liquor is becoming a social 
pariah. 
He is very generally classed 


as a law violator. He is hedged about 
with restrictions and limitations which 
make it difficult for him to avoid vio- 
lations. He derives additional profit if 
he can successfully violate the law, and 
too often, those charged with the. en- 
forcement of law do not see to it that 
he is impressed with the fact that law 
violaions aro unprofitable. 
He sympa- 


thizes with the law violators. 
A lower 


standard of morals, of civic virtue, is 
established among those who are thus < 
brought into a bond of sympathy. 


"Because of this sympathy criminal i 


ind the. crimiijally inclined seek the as- 
sociations of thn' place where liquor is 
'old, and these associations react upon 
'hem. The drink stimulates their baser 
passions, the moral tone of their sur- 
oundings encourages and prompts them 
io commit their crimes. 


"Judge Windes, of Chicago, is report- 


ed recently as having said that 75 per 
cent, of the cases coming before him in 
that great metropolis, involving crime, 
ivero due to drink. 


Crime and Saloons. 


"It is universally true in this coun- 


try that where saloons aro, there is 
more crime. 


"In a brief experience in dealing with 


these questions as an official, these 
views are confirmed, if not established. 
One county of my circuit has approxi- 
mately 25,000 population and no sa- 
loons or liquor selling; the other coun- 
ty has approximately 16,000 popula- 
tion and, until recently had more than 
twenty saloons. 


"The. criminal business of'th small- 


er county was many times larger thar 
that of the larger dry county. 
Oaca 


of larceny, several " cases of forgery 
gambling, assault and battery, assauli 
and battery with intent to rape, chili 
neglect, wife desertion and frequenting 


liquor and the associations 
fotind at 


tho places where it was sold. In on« 
week of court three young men were 
sentenced to prison on.pleas of guilty 
for forgery and in each case the forg- 
ery was commitcd 
while they were 


drinking, and to procure money to con- 
tinue their debauch. When duly sober, 
and uninfluenced by evil surroundings, 
probably not one- of these men would 
have had tho evil courage to commit 
tho crime even if ho had had the crim- 
inal inclination. 


"I can safely say that in tho 'wet? 


county 90 per cent, of thn crimes with 
which t have had to deal were attrib- 
utable, directly or indirectly to the sal« 
of liquor, and the cxistonco of saloont 
there. 


"The saloon and the liquor traffic 


hinder the reforming of criminals and 
prevent regeneration. 


Due to Saloon Associations. 


"Hundreds of young men have b«*n 


paroled from the Indiana reformatory, 
since its creation, as being fitted to bo 
returned to society. Fifteen or 20 per 


nt. of these have violated their par- 


oles. 
In most instances it was aono 


ifter they had come under tho influ- 
ence of the saloon and its associations. 


"If they could have been kept in 


morn wholesome surroundings, it is fair 
to assume that their earlier resolution 
to do right would have been strength- 
ened, and the 
encouragement 
given 


would have enabled them to maintain 
themselves as law-abiding citizens. - 


"Th effects of alcoholism aro not lim- 


ited by sex. 
In the 1914 report of 


the Indiana, women's prison it is shown 
that during th preceding year, then 
ended, there wore committed to the pen- 
al department eighteen women and to 
'tho correctional department 26S. 
Of 


those, eleven in tho penal department 
and, and fifty-seven in the correctional 
department, sixty-eight in all, are class- 
ed as temperate; seven in the penal de- 
partment and 206 in the correctional 
department, 213 in all, a little more 
than 75 per cent., arc classed as users 
of intoxicating liquors. 


"The figures illustrating the rcmoto 


r indirect effects of liquor with these 
ame women aro equally striking. Of 
he same number, twenty-nine are tho 
offspring of an intemperate father, one 
of an intemperate mother, and 251_had 
loth parents intemperate. Not a single 
one was the child of parents who were 
both temperate. 
The facts suggested 


iy theso figures aro confirmed as true 


statistics generally. 


"While tho. contemplation of the ef- 


fects of alcoholism 
upon those who 


come directly under its influence, upon 
;hoir posterity, and upon society is dis- 
heartening, there is much of encourage- 
ment in the present situation for thoso 
who aro earnestly striving for a higher 
standard of civic virtue. 
Sentiment i» 


rapidly spreading and growing for tho 
suppression of places where intoxicating 
liquors are sold.

"It may safely 
be 
asserted that 


within the next few years, at the pres- 
ent rate of progress, alcoholism as ft 
factor in thn production of criminals 
will have been largely, if not entirely, 
eliminated in this state and in the na- 
tion.

When 
there Is so much that Is bad In the 
buildings of tho present, it Is not 
strange that those on the farms are 
poor. 
Let us be hopeful, for time 


will bring a change for the better, just 
as it is effecting a betterment in so 
many of our country house*. 


In Its broadest aspect, this Improve- 


ment is called for by economy of con- 
struction, convenience of use. and at- 
tractiveness of appearance. However, 
all this can not be met by any stereo- 
typed scheme of arrangement or style 
of architecture. 
Each cose will have 


to be treated on Its own merits, for 


i there are always modifying factors, 
such as kind of farming acreage, 
climate, prevailing customs and char- 
acter of building material. 
In discussing this matter of a fit- 


ting farm architecture. It will, bo well 


in the main be adapted to the difter- 
ent farm buildings. It should straight- 
forwardly meet the needs to I>P served 
and should bo dignified nnd ileaslng 
in form and line. The mate:-:a'. to be 
used will react upon the styla ',". nr> 
small depieo. for it Is evident that n 
stone or concrete structure is func- 
tionally diltcrent from one developed 
of wood. 


Then climate plays no small part In 


shaping 
tho architecture. 
In our 


northern cold regions, there is need 
for enclosure to secure protection, 
while in the south the demand Is for 
openness. 
This c-limatal Influence Is 


dlsccrnable In the character of the 
roof. Where there I» a heavy snow- 
fall, the pitch is steep In order to se- 
cure precipitation to tho ground In a 
reasonable time. Thus It Is clear that 
there are many ways In which any 
general schcmo of architecture may 
necessarily be modified to meet the 
existing conditions of use and to sat- 
isfy the demands Imposed by material 
and climate.

Curing and Smoking

HARD SPRING WHEAT 


Hard spring wheat, although iatro-
